GRANDSTAND 
Desmond Lynam introduces a spectacular day of live international 
tennis and cricket in ‘Grandstand’ on Saturday, July 2. 


The 101st ladies’ singles final at the All England Lawn Tennis 
Championships is all set for Wimbledon’s Centre Court. The 
climax to last year’s event was highly emotional for Jana 
Novotna, who looked to have broken Steffi Graf’s hold on the 
women’s crown. The Czech was leading Germany’s superstar 4-1 in 
the final set, but Graf made a remarkable come-back to clinch her 
fifth Wimbledon singles title. 


Despite her French Open defeat at the hands of Mary Pierce, Graf 
is the tournament’s top seed and will be looking to repeat her 
winning performance at this year’s Australian Open, while Novotna 
is aiming to go one better than her 1993 Wimbledon performance. 


Among those challenging her dominance is Wimbledon record-holder 
Martina Navratilova, in search of her 10th singles title. 
Spain’s Aranxta Sanchez-Vicario, the USA’s Mary Jo Fernandez and 
Argentina’s Gabriela Sabatini are also strong contenders for the 
record £310,000 prize money. John Barrett and Virginia Wade 
commentate on today’s action. 


The morning begins with live coverage from the third day of 
England’s final Cornhill Insurance Test against New Zealand at 
Old Trafford. Once again, Sir Richard Hadlee joins Tony Lewis, 
Richie Benaud, David Gower and Geoffrey Boycott in the commentary 
box. 


England enjoyed their last Test series victory on their 1992 
Winter tour to New Zealand, when Phil Tufnell took 11 wickets in 
Christchurch and Alec Stewart scored 148 runs in the same match. 
The last time the hosts won at Old Trafford was against Australia 
in 1981, while New Zealand have never beaten them at the 
Manchester ground.

SCRUTINY 

London is choking to death. Poor air quality caused by the 
dangerously-high levels of traffic pollution is linked to soaring 
levels of asthma and bronchial problems, and possibly to 
childhood leukaemia. Medical experts tell ‘Scrutiny’ on 
Saturday, July 2 that the evidence is now compelling and that 
urgent action is needed to halt the danger, especially as 
children are at particular risk. 


To date, the Government has dismissed the problem as "unproven", 
but newer, more sophisticated monitoring points to an even larger 
problem than was first realised. Measures already taken, such 
as the encouragement of diesel, may actually be counter 
productive. London local authorities and transport pressure 
groups are pushing for a restraint on traffic and an alternative 
transport strategy. 


An inquiry by Parliament’s Transport Select Committee has just 
opened. So far their remit is linked to the capital, but their 
report will be important for urban areas across the country.

Labour MP Frank Field reveals how his childhood experiences of 
a domineering and violent father gave him a lifelong antipathy 
towards any kind of bullying, in ‘Sweet Inspiration’ on Sunday, 
July 3. 


Describing his father as "a pretty horrendous figure - for me and 
for my brothers as well", he reveals to presenter Alan 
Titchmarsh: "He was pretty brutal. I remember vividly the last 
time he tried to attack me. I was 15 and I took the hammer away 
and said, ‘next time I’1l use that on you’. He never then tried 
that." 


The experience affects Frank to this day and has particularly 
influenced his professional life: 


"I learned something about bullying then, something, of course, 
which those in politics often fail to understand. You have to 
treat people in different ways. If you want people to do things 
with me, you only have to be nice to me. Try to bully me and all 
that resistance that I’ve learned from childhood onwards comes 
to the fore." 


Frank comes close to tears at one point in the interview, as he 
remembers one of the most painful experiences of his career, when 
a number of members of his Birkenhead constituency attempted to 
drive him out. 


"How very near I was to going under. There was one Friday - we 
had our party meetings on Fridays - when, for the first time, I 
vomited, and I thought, do I go through with this?" 


Ironically, Frank found that it was those harrowing episodes of 
bullying during his childhood that actually helped him survive 
what was happening at the time. 


"It was quite interesting how providence works, in that given the 
way one survived against one’s own father, it was almost as 
though I had been from birth on a Duke of Edinburgh outward bound 
scheme. How do you survive these circumstances? And I survived, 
but it’s obviously changed me."

Comes With Clouds Descending", "O Worship The Lord In The Beauty 
Of Holiness" and "Jerusalem".

BREAKING GLASS: ALL CHANGE 

The pressure group Employers For Childcare marks its first 
anniversary by lobbying a House of Commons Select Committee 

in ‘All Change’, the fourth programme in BBC Education’s 
‘Breaking Glass’ series on Sunday, July 3. 


Fiona Cannon, chair of Employers For Childcare (EFC), calls on 
the Government to take a leading role in the provision of 
"accessible, available, affordable and quality childcare". Sir 
Nicholas Goodison, chair of the TSB Group, one of the 
organisations that has supported the EFC since its inception a 
year ago, stresses the need for a national strategy in order to 
encourage women back to work. He believes that such a policy not 
only fosters good employee relations, but also makes good 
commercial sense. "There’s a very strong business case for having 
satisfactory childcare," he says. 


Also in the programme, management guru Professor Rosabeth Moss 
Kanter of Harvard Business School underlines the importance of 
a diverse workforce in times of change. She acknowledges that 
women can be part of that diversity. "When people need solutions 
that involve change, they need different perspectives. It is 
essential to look for the best mix of people for that situation," 
she says. 


Robert Lattimer, the black managing director of Towers Perrin, 
a management consultancy based in Atlanta, agrees that diversity 
is essential in a successful workforce. "Women and ethnic 
minorities bring strategic thinking to the viability of an 
enterprise, in combination with white males," he believes. 


Nearer home, the Royal Mail actively encourages women at all 
levels to break through the "glass ceiling" at work and reach 
positions traditionally occupied by male employees. Jonathan 
Cawthra, the Royal Mail’s head of resourcing and development, 
believes employee satisfaction pays dividends throughout an 
organisation. "If people feel undervalued at work, they won’t be 
committed, they won’t perform as well as they could," he says.

On the tiny islands of Sapudi and Madura in Eastern Java, the 
relationship between man and bull is a far cry from bull- 
fighting. Racing bulls is a sport of skill and dedication and 
at stake is the honour and self-esteem of the islanders, and the 
pride and masculinity of the young jockeys. Prize money is so 
high that young men devote huge amounts of time to practising 
their skills, and the bulls are cared for, even sensuously 
massaged by their owners, to keep them in top form. 


‘Bull Magic’ follows two young Sapudi jockeys through a racing 
season. Ayup, aged 20, was champion last year and is a much 
sought-after jockey. Sahmawi is only 12 years old and dreams of 
following in Ayup’s footsteps. 


It is on Sapudi that the fittest and fastest of the racing bulls 
are bred, and the islanders are determined to provide another 
champion jockey to beat their rivals on the much larger, 
neighbouring island of Madura. 


Their arch enemy, however, is millionaire Hadji Toher from 
mainland Java. He is suspected of using magic and sabotage 
against his rivals. To combat Toher’s evil influence, Ayup’s 
trainer, Hanan, casts his own magic spells and is not afraid to 
take more drastic measures: "I’m not looking for trouble, but if 
anybody messes with my bulls, I’11 cut his throat." 


To the islanders, however, the importance and prestige of the 
tournament represents even more than a spectacular sporting event 
and test of individual skill. Because they regard themselves as 
outsiders in Javanese society, the bull races are an expression 
of identity by the whole island community.

strange and terrifying people under the stairs... 


Released in 1991, the film stars Brandon Adams as Fool, Wendy 
Robie and Everett McGill as the Robesons, Ving Rhames as Leroy 
and Jeremy Roberts as Spenser. 


"The People Under The Stairs’ is certainly Craven’s best-made 
film, slick and well-constructed," says Alex Cox. "As with most 
post-Sixties horror films it owes a big debt to George Romero’s 
"Night Of The Living Dead", which itself borrows heavily from 
Polanski’s "Repulsion". 


"The nightmare American Gothic house in which the weird events 
unfold is staight out of "Carrie", and there are debts to 
"Halloween" - to be seen next week in ‘Moviedrome’ - as well. 
Perhaps the least appealing homage is the casting of two actors 
from the TV series ‘Twin Peaks’ in the villainous roles. Everett 
McGill and Wendy Robie essentially spice up their partnership 
from the TV show. 


“Overall, ‘The People Under The Stairs’ is a good mixture of 
genuine, effective horror, surprise reversals and bizarre 
campery. The goings-on don’t made much sense but they don’t have 
to..."

It’s rare these days to see white youngsters playing cricket in 
the park; but it’s rare to see Asian boys doing anything else. 
If enthusiasm is anything to go by, the future of English cricket 
lies in the hands of the Pakistani, Indian and Bangladeshi 
minority communities. 


Yet two generations on from the beginnings of immigration from 
the sub-Continent, no Asian cricketer born and raised here has 
represented England. As South Africa’s still all-white team begin 
their historic tour, a new series of ’On The Line’ on Monday, 
July 4 asks whether there is an effective grass roots apartheid 
with its "separate development" within the game. 


Increasingly, the Asian passion for cricket is being expressed 
in the creation of their own separate leagues. Why? ‘In A League 
Of Their Own’ goes deep into the club cricketing culture of 
Bradford - home to the country’s largest Pakistani community and 
the country’s largest Muslim league, the Quaid-E-Azam League. 


The programme reveals the extraordinary and complex importance 
of cricket for the city’s Pakistanis - a community that, through 
such incidents as the Salman Rushdie controversy, has often felt 
misunderstood and misrepresented. 


Through cricket, they feel they can ‘fight back. The game - 
especially since Pakistan’s World Cup triumph over England in 
1992 - is a rare source of Pakistani pride: it is a weapon 
against racism and is also seen as protection for their youth 
against the dangers of drugs and alcohol. Pakistanis feel that 
cricket, more than anything else, keeps their community together. 


In Yorkshire, although events are beginning to change at 
Headingley, there is still deep-rooted anger at what is seen as 
Yorkshire County Cricket Club’s long-standing exclusion of the 
Asians on their doorstep. 


But this will soon be irrelevant, since the evidence from 
Bradford is that the white game is dying. Fifteen years ago, 
Bradford’s Pakistanis formed their own League because white clubs 
didn’t seem to want them. Now, it’s Asian players and Asian 
sponsorship that is sustaining the Bradford League itself - a 
League which is the pride of Yorkshire cricket. 


Focusing on a team that grew up together in the inner-city 
backstreets, ‘In A League Of Their Own’ uses cricket as a mirror 
for the anger and aspirations of Bradford’s Pakistanis.

WALL TO WALL: BACK TO EARTH T0 DAY 


Mud sky-scrapers in the ancient city of Shibam, in South Yemen, 
and traditional "cob" cottages in Devon are among the different 
forms of housing featured in ‘Back To Earth’, the first programme 
of ‘Wall To Wall’, a new, six-part BBC Education series beginning 
on Monday, July 4. 


"The home is everybody’s first experience of architecture, 
however it’s built" says series narrator Tom Baker. In Shiban, 
some of the eight-storey dwellings go back over 500 years, when 
the city was a caravan stop on the incense route that wound its 
way across the Middle East. The buildings’ height is a result of 
both economic and social influences: a shortage of cultivable 
land and the separation of the sexes into different floors of the 
house meant that houses grew upwards, not outwards. Using the 
same skills that Israelite slaves used in ancient Egypt, a team 
of just 12 workmen produce 5,000 mud bricks a day "with 
production-line efficiency". 


Closer to home, earth-building continues in the Devonshire 
village of Broadhembry, where bullocks are still used to tread 
straw into sub-soil to create "cob", the companion of thatch in 
older-style cottages. Alf Howard, the last of three generations 
of builders, has revived the trade by building a bus shelter, the 
first new cob building for more than half a century. 


The old and the new combine in New Mexico, where mud brick is 
known by its Spanish name, "adobe". In Taos, adobe villages have 
been lived in for 1,000 years. Now architect Michael Reynolds 
rams discarded car tyres, bottles and aluminium drink cans into 
traditionally-made earth bricks to create startlingly beautiful 
"new age" homes he likens to "earthships".

Through dramatic reconstructions,’Crime Limited’ gives victims 
and their families the chance to speak out about their 
experiences, not only at the hands of the criminals but also at 
the mercy of the system which they believed would protect them. 


Nick, who is a member of both the National Board for Crime 
Prevention and the Advisory Board for Victim Support, says: 
"Those most affected by crime are often victimised twice over - 
once by an offender and then they’re attacked again by the very 
processes that are supposed to be putting wrongs to right." 


The first programme focuses on the story of 24-year-old Mark 
Taylor, who was wrongly accused of his mother’s murder. 


Carolyn Taylor’s boyfriend, Gaeton Beissy, was charged with her 
murder after she was found stabbed to death at the family home 
in Surrey. 


According to Mark, Beissy stabbed his mother and then threatened 
to kill him. But in court, Beissy’s defence was to claim that it 
was Mark who had killed his mother. Mark spent three gruelling 
days in the witness box, facing accusations about his character 
and behaviour. After a three-hour closing speech by the defence, 
the jury was unable to reach a verdict. 


A second trial was ordered, which was a virtual re-run of the 
first. Again, the jury could not make a decision so the judge had 
no choice but to bring in a verdict of ‘Not Guilty’. He advised 
Beissy to leave the country. 


The police officer in charge of the case, Det Insp Erskine, says: 
"The police have no evidence to bring against Mark." All the 
forensic evidence backs up Mark’s version of events. Det Insp 
Erskine adds: "Mark is as much a victim as his mother, but a 
victim of the system rather than a victim of a crime."

A fascinating insight into the workings of science today, and the 
pressures on scientists to conform, is brought to the screen in 
‘Heretic’, a series of six portraits of modern mavericks 
beginning on Tuesday, July 5. All were top-drawer scientists 
with academic credentials and reputations to match - before they 
challenged accepted wisdom and offended the scientific 
establishment with unorthodox theories. 


The first programme in the series, produced by Tony Edwards, 
focuses on immunologist Jacques Benveniste. To the outsider he 
seems the epitome of the successful modern French scientist. 
Indeed, 15 years ago, he became the head of a University of Paris 
laboratory employing 40 staff engaged in advanced research. 


Then, six years ago, he came up with a set of test results that 
seemed to defy explanation and, indeed, to contradict all the 
known laws of biochemistry. Rather than dismiss them as a 
probable error, he repeated the experiments hundreds of times and 
became convinced he had discovered that water has a memory. 


It created a furore. What Benveniste had found appeared to be 
experimental proof of the principles of homeopathy - the theory 
that the more dilute a medicine the more effective it becomes - 
condemned by conventional science as wholly irrational. 


Unable to believe the new findings, a team of investigators 
visited Benveniste’s lab, and reported that his results were due 
to “experimental error". Overnight the scientific community 
turned its back on Benveniste. He was accused of being 
unpatriotic, bringing French science into disrepute and was even 
threatened with the sack. "The pressures to conform were 
enormous," he says, "but how could I, as a true scientist, throw 
away the data? The very thought is contrary to the whole 
scientific ethic." 


So he battled on, redoubling his efforts to find more evidence 
that would finally convince the world of science he was right. 
To some, he has been hard done by. Dr Michel Schiff, Philosopher 
of Science, says: "It’s reasonable to demand good proof but it 
is not reasonable to act as if whatever proof was produced it 
would be disqualified - and that is what the word ‘heresy’ means; 


it means there’s no discussion possible." Others are less 
sympathetic: Dr Marcel Schutzenberger, of the French Academy of 
Science, says: "The memory of water is a beautiful poetic 


expression, but where science is concerned, it’s no longer a 
poetic line - it’s a joke."

RHODES AROUND BRITAIN: CORNWALL fefc, 
Gary dishes up a taste of Cornwall for the final helping of hrs-~ 
six-part series in ‘Rhodes Around Britain’ on Tuesday, July 5. 


Cornish cooking is perhaps best known for the ubiquitous pasty 
and the Cornish are very particular about it, as Gary discovered 
when he published a newspaper recipe using the name. Cornish 
woman Rosemary Pellow was outraged and wrote to tell him off: "By 
all means call your concoction a pasty if you like, but please, 
please not a Cornish one, they are nothing alike," she chastised. 


As Gary cannot resist a challenge, he heads off to Truro to learn 
from Mrs Pellow just how a Cornish pasty should really taste. 
She says beef is the traditional filling, along with potato, 
turnip and onion. Pork is acceptable, too, but Gary’s big 
mistake is to use lamb. He argues that she is being too strict: 
"Why stick to traditions? Why not try something different?" But 
Mrs Pellow wins outright when she bakes him a giant pasty. "It 
was really sensational. Now I understand the difference between 
any old pasty and a Cornish one," he concedes. 


Gary borrows the kitchen at Treveglos Farm, Zennor, St Ives, and 
sets about making chocolate flan. Unlike many chocolate 
puddings, this flan has a light filling, with a mousse-like 
texture, on a crispy base. It needs good Cornish cream and Gary 
knows just where to find it - Barbara Lake’s farm near 
Launceston. Barbara can’t remember when she learnt to make 
cream; it’s a skill that has been passed on through generations 
of her family. And, talking of generations, Barbara has a new 
calf to name and she gives Gary the honour. For a chef who 
spends his days surrounded by food, Gary’s staple diet is 
breakfast cereal, so he calls the calf Cocoa after his favourite 
brand. 


Many "New Age" travellers are attracted to the scenery and 
history of Cornwall. Gary discovers the cuisine of an 
alternative lifestyle when he meets Ray, who introduces him to 
wild herbs and water celery, teaches him to milk a goat and 
serves a goat meat stew which he tries to persuade Gary is the 
"meat of the future". 


But Cornwall has over 250 miles of coastline, so fish is once 
again on the menu. After a visit to the new Tate Gallery in st 
Ives, Gary takes his inspiration from local artist John Miller. 
Gary confesses to a secret desire to paint and, together, they 
produce a painting of mackerel. "I don’t create pictures on 
plates," says Gary and John understands: "Some people need 
simplicity," he says. 


This exchange leads Gary to his final dish in the series - 
mackerel with pesto and tomato sauce topped with fried crispy 
onions. He serves up this fragrant feast to former chef, Serge 
Middleton-Dansky, who is now Vicar of Zennor, having given up 
cooking, for God.

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STATE OF THE ARK: BARRED FOR LIFE 


An industry in trouble is the focus of a five-part investigation 
exploring the ‘State Of The Ark’ on Thursday, July 7. Across 
Europe, zoos are closing down. In an era of virtual reality, 
environmental awareness and wildlife on video, a new generation 
wants to know whether keeping nearly a million animals in 
captivity serves any kind of purpose. 


The first programme, ’Barred For Life’, exposes some of Europe’s 
most barbaric menageries and asks why Europe’s politicians appear 
to have abandoned a law which could end the misery and close them 
down. It includes the last major TV interview with the late Bill 
Travers who, along with his wife, Virginia McKenna, set up the 
watch-dog organisation "Zoo Check". 


"In years of travelling around Europe, I’ve never come across a 
single zoo that didn’t have some really bad exhibits, where the 
animal is suffering from stereotypical behaviour, and where there 
is some form of deprivation which is, to me anyway, totally 
unacceptable," he says. 


Less than 60 miles from the European Commission in Brussels, the 
film goes undercover at De Limburgse Zoo - a "death row" for 
animals, according to international zoo vet and author, David 
Taylor. 


He explains: "This is the sort of ‘living museum’ concept of a 
zoo where you just have animals in boxes, and the only difference 
between them and stuffed specimens is that they are at least 
alive - their blood circulates. But that concept of a zoo died 
years ago." 


To find out why people visit zoos, Dr Garry Marvin, social 
anthropologist, reverses tradition and goes to zoos to watch 
people. He has discovered that most visitors learn little and 
want nothing more than a traditional fun day out. 


But, as he explains, it is an attitude that could change: "It 
wasn’t that long ago that people would go on Sunday visits to 
mental hospitals like Bedlam to see the mentally unstable 
behaving in ways that they thought were like wild animals. It 
wasn’t that long ago people went to see freaks in circuses. One 
might wonder whether future generations will look at our going 
to the zoo in a similar sort of way."

Top theatre producer Bill Kenwright steps into the spotlight in 
‘The Business’ on Thursday, July 7. The man behind over 30 West 
End hits has granted exclusive and unprecedented documentary 
access to ‘’The Business’ and director Sir Peter Hall and 
actresses Susannah York and Diana Rigg give their own insights 
into the man regarded as a saviour of West End theatre. 


‘Bill Kenwright Presents’ follows the maverick impresario as he 
risks nearly a million dollars of his own money on the transfer 
of the surprise West End hit "Medea", starring Diana Rigg, to New 
York. It’s the biggest gamble of Kenwright’s career and will pay 
off only if the show can win rave reviews from the "butchers of 
Broadway", the small band of critics who make or break shows. 
Says Kenwright: "I don’t care what anyone thinks or says, I 
believe in this and I’m gonna fight for this till I drop." 


Kenwright began on ‘Coronation Street’ in the 1960s, playing 
Betty Turpin’s son Gordon Clegg. His first production was backed 
by co-stars Pat Phoenix (Elsie Tanner) and Peter Adamson (Len 
Fairclough). Since then, he’s put up only his own cash. "You 
know, I just could not gamble with other people’s money," he 
says. The brickie’s son from Liverpool has stayed close to his 
roots, and to his favourite team, Everton. He speaks to ‘The 
Business’ about his plan last Winter to head a multi-million 
pound consortium to take over the club he regards as his "right 
arm". 


‘The Business’ exclusively films Kenwright’s two new productions 
in the West End in December 1993: the classic farce "An Absolute 
Turkey", starring Felicity Kendal and Griff Rhys Jones, and 
"Piaf", with Elaine Paige. Its director, Sir Peter Hall, is on 
an exclusive contract to Kenwright for his theatre work. 
Kenwright says: "I’ve never been on a closer wavelength with 
another person as I am with Peter." 


By Spring, 1994, Bill’s take-over bid for Everton has been pipped 
by another investor, but he gets the go-ahead to take "Medea" to 
New York where it opens on April 7. Kenwright is confident, but 
concerned about the critics as he has only a short run in which 
to recoup his investment. The first night goes brilliantly until 
the closing scene when the show’s complex set, scheduled to 
collapse dramatically, fails. The cameras capture Kenwright’s 
shock: "It was awful - I’m afraid it all went horribly wrong. I 
just feel gutted," he says. The final verdict belongs to the 
reviewers and Bill leaves the opening night party to buy the New 
York Times. "Amid Pain and Din - A Mighty Medea" it proclaims, 
describing the evening as "a triumph". Kenwright’s gamble has 
paid off and he’s delighted: "We’ve got a hit on our hands!" he 
cheers. 


Diana Rigg has since been honoured as a Dame in the Queen’s 
Birthday Honours and has won a Tony Award for her réle as 
"Medea". The programme is a Jane Walmsley Production for BBC 
Education.

Actress Josie Lawrence goes in search of Arabian nights and 
Turkish domes on a girls’ weekend away in Istanbul, in ‘The 
Travel Show’ on Thursday, July 7 - but finds tower blocks, busy 
roads and more than her fair share of attention from the men. 


Her guide for the weekend is Turkish television presenter Cansu 
Akbel, who explains to Josie that the men stare because they have 
come from the villages where they don’t see women without scarves 
over their faces. 


After visiting a Turkish bath, a museum which was once a haren, 
and watching traditional dancers, Josie recommends the weekend 
for a gang of friends but says :"Don’t go on your own if you’re 
a girlie. 


"When I first arrived I didn’t know what to think - you get 
stared at and hassled a lot, the people are friendly, the mosques 
are beautiful, the Bospherous romantic and you can pick up some 
great bargains if you can be prepared to haggle," she says.

The training and performance of some of the world’s top sportsmen 
and women in the run-up to the Commonwealth Games comes under the 
microscope in ‘The Contenders’, a new series starting on Friday, 
July 8. 


A revolution has gripped the sporting world. In the fields of 
training, equipment, diet, psychology and tactics, scientific 
ideas have permeated almost every event, bringing major advances 
in sporting achievement. Linford Christie, Olympic Gold Medal 
sprinter, says: "We are all sport scientists. We have got to 
experiment - you cannot be afraid to try things out. There is 
always something more you can learn. Accept that, and you are on 
your way to being a champion." 


The series, produced by Richard Dale, follows some of the world’s 
finest performers in their struggle to succeed. ‘The Human 
Machine’ reveals how training techniques dictated by scientific 
and technological ideas are replacing traditional sporting 
preparation and yielding record-breaking results. And it answers 
two fundamental questions: "What should I be doing?" and "When 
should I not be doing it?" 


Distance runner Yvonne Murray’s training regime is strongly 
determined by science - more so than virtually any other athlete. 
She uses heart rates and blood lactate levels to ensure "quality 
rather than guantity training". 


Linford Christie proves that even the shortest of events can be 
broken down to make training more specific. Twenty-five years 
ago, the fastest a man could run 100 metres was over 10 
seconds. Today, by concentrated training on the first second of 
the race, Christie can cover the distance in 9.87 seconds. 
Training partner and champion hurdler Colin Jackson explains: "We 
say you go on the ‘b’ of the bang, that’s the key. Don’t go on 
the ‘g’ because, by that stage, the field has gone." 


Martin Steele (800m runner) couldn’t understand why he wasn’t 
improving. "I used to train like a demon but I didn’t feel I was 
getting the rewards for the work I was putting in," he says. "I 
was close to giving up." The programme reveals how a secondary 
school physics teacher has improved Steele’s performance beyond 
all recognition. Birth dates and biorhythms hold the key. 


Finally, long distance swimmer Ian Wilson provided a cautionary 
tale for other athletes when his body collapsed through 
overtraining. He explains: "I was in a vicious circle. The more 
tired I was getting, the more I wanted to give it a bit more."

Lily Group, Harris Howland, at his home in Lees Castle, Kent, to 
see his large collection of lily species and hybrids. A firm 
believer in fragrance-filled gardens, his interest in lilies 
started with the L regale variety which has a strong scent. He 
also dispels the misconception that most lilies are grown abroad 
and shipped into this country, showing Liz his extensive 
propagation techniques.

RUDOLPH CARTIER: A TELEVISION PIONEER 

A tribute to Rudolph Cartier, one of the great pioneers of 
British television drama who died in June, is presented by film 
producer Linda Myles in a ‘Late Show’ special on Friday, July 1. 


In the 1950s, Cartier created powerful, large-scale dramas 
despite the limitations of the primitive technology available in 
the early days of television. His work was not only ambitious, 
but also frequently controversial. The science fiction serial 
‘The Quatermass Experiment’ and its successors, ‘Quatermass II’ 
and ‘Quatermass And The Pit’, became instant classics, an 
addictive weekly terror that gripped the nation. 


His 1954 adaptation of Orwell’s ‘1984’, shown later tonight on 
BBC-2, is regarded as his finest achievement, although it 
provoked a furore at the time over its vivid description of 
torture by rats. ‘1984’ generated enough angry calls from the 
public for the BBC to consider it wise to appoint a bodyguard for 
Cartier. 


Linda Myles examines Cartier’s contribution to the art of the 
small screen, including an interview with him from 1990, at the 
time of his 86th birthday retrospective at the National Film 
Theatre. The programme contains extracts from some of Cartier’s 
most famous work, including an early screen version of ‘Anna 
Karenina’. Also on view are examples of his pioneering work in 
producing opera for television.

There are several factors behind the sprinting success of Olympic 
gold medallist Linford Christie, one of which is his no sex rule 
for three days before a race. 


Christie talks about training and competing in The Contenders 
(starts Friday, July 8, BBC-1), a new five part series on the 
science of sport, but this particular act of self-discipline is 
revealed in the accompanying book. 


Asked how far he takes his dedication the night before, he 
replies, "People say it’s alright for women, but men tire 
themselves out. I don’t know if there’s any truth in it, but I 
don’t want to take the risk. But the night after a race..." 


But fellow athlete Martin Steele has "no problem" with sex before 
running 800m and cyclist Graeme Obree isn’t averse to the idea 
"as long as it doesn’t make you late for the start". 


Medical opinion is divided - "Male athletes achieve better 
results after a week of abstinence, while female athletes achieve 
better results when having sexual activity during the week prior 
to the contest," says Dr Mordechai Halperin of the Jerusalem 
Medical Centre for Impotence and Infertility.

Elaine Bates tells of her semi-final practice run meal which 
turned out to be "a complete disaster" while Gerry Goldwyre 
clearly recalls members of the MasterChef production team 
hovering around the studio "gearing themselves up for pole 
position to move in when I’ve moved out of the kitchen".

BBC Television has announced a major new award to honour the 
memory of the late Dennis Potter. 


The Dennis Potter Television Play Of The Year Award will be given 
annually to a writer of exceptional promise whose work has not 
been previously produced in single form on TV, and will be 
produced and shown as part of next year’s Screen Two season. 


A shortlist of six writers will be interviewed by the judging 
panel in December, and an announcement of the prize - a 
commission worth £10,000 to the winner - will be made in January. 


George Faber, BBC-tv’s Head of Single Drama, said: "Dennis Potter 
was often controversial, always original and, most importantly, 
true to himself. We want this award to bring out courageous and 
imaginative voices." 
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
